The Committing of Alleged Lunntics.
Domiva the past week the Judiciary Com-

mittes of the State Senate have been investi-
gating the merits of the various laws relative
to lnsane asylums, and have had befors thom
8 large number of experts in insanity, inclad-
ing Drs. Kirkbride and Ray. Both sides of
the queation of reform bhave been hen'rd. and
it is still in doubt as to what form legialation
should assume. There seems, however, to be
gomse general prinoiple whioh it is eminently
proper should be engraited on the bill. The
present maunper of committing alleged luna-
tios has been shown of late to be capable of
guoh great abuse that it should be caat aaide,
and gome more efficient mode of procsdure
adopted. Of the details of a proper bill we
will not speak, but there are two modes pro-
posed of commitiing Innatios, and it wonldbs
woll to disoriminate between their merits.

The present system—forin Panusylvania
thers is no law on the subject—antho-
rizesa  sny physiovisn  to give &
oertifionte a8 to the alleged insauity
of aman, and on that certificate, whatever
may be the standiog of the doctor, the
pationt s admitted to the asylum. Itreqaires
no proof to show thal enck an arrangement a3
this is in reality a premium on false imprison-
ment, and that it has been resorted to for
malicions purpoges, is algo shown by exam-
ples. There are twe new plans proposed.
One is to enact that no one shall be admitted
nnless he is found insane by & commission ol
lunacy in open court, that everything oon-
peoted with his oase appear in g publio dockat,
and all the details be published to the world.
This would, of conrse, prevent anything liks
{llegal inoarceration. But it has other dis-
advantages, _so grave that we cannot consent
to ita adoption. It wonld lay bare before all
the gossiping and scandal-loving community
the secret griefs and domestic afilictions of
familiss. It wonld lay bare the private
gufferings and misfortunes of the affiicted
to the gass of an upsympathetic and uninte-
rested mob. Against this there is everything
to be said. Again, a publi: examination would
be humilisting to all the parties concerned,
aud wounld serionsly tend to aggravate the
digease of the patient. Still farther, it must
be remembered that when once committed on
s commigsion of lunacy, there is no way to get
out of the asylum except through a similar |
process of public examioation. The mortili-
cation of & man who should recover, and the
danger that his reason would be exposed to
by public gorutiny, wounld lead to endless
evils. We cannot, therefore, think that the |
present proposad plan is the beat.

The other mode suggested is that & certifi-
cate of insanity must be signed by two physi- |
ciang, aworn to by them and attested by an
alderman, the attestation setting forth thag |
he knows the physicians, that they are oy i
good standing, and that they actually madas the
afidavit In his presence. The certificats
o be filed at the asylum and open to the in-
speotion of & commisaion, whose daty it shall
be to examine the condition of the asylum at
intervala. By this means we think suffizient
safeguards would be thrown around the
alleged lunatio. His case wonld be slways
open to disinterested examination. The doo-
tors would be liable to perjury, aud tha alder-
man to removal from office, if any wrong bs
done. There would be no needless expanss,
and as the remedy by habeas corpus cannot be
taken away by any law which might be passed,
he would still have that safeguard from avy

atatement mot only gives an impreasive idea
of the transportation of the company, but it
shows that about one-twalfth of the aggregate
work of the road, daring a period of more
than thirty years, was performed in 186%,
During the last eighteen yenrs the business
of the road, although subjected to ocoasional

fluctuations, has, as a rule, steadily inereaged.
It carried more coal in 1568 thau in soy
former year excep! in 1566, and althongh 4 |
gross receipts last year were less than in auny
year gince 1563, this result is attributable |
mainly to a reduction in the charges for
freight, whioh will weet the cordial approval
of the public, and which, in view of the com-
petition of other roads, ia condnoive to the per-
maunent luterests of the company.

The policy pursued by the Philadelphia
snd Readiog Railroad of extonding branches
to new collieries throughont the entire
Schuylkill region, and to varions produotive
regions contiguous to the masin line, nsces- |
parily causes large permaneut expenditores,
which can only be met by new loans, or by |
dividing new atook, ivstead of cash, among tha

gtockbolders. While the total stock liabili-
tiea bave thus been incremsed, thers
has been & much larger ocorresponding
increagze in the actnal  valne of the

property owned by the company, and the
bonded indebtedness is comparatively swmall.
The stock dividends which are 20 strongly
depounced by sensatioual writers when they
are activg in the interest of a *‘bear” move.-
ment, are represented by improvements of
immense value, and the road and its appar-
tenavees conld scarcely be recenstructed now
for twice the sum represented by the par
value of the stock. Bystematic cash divi-
dends have besn prevented in part by the
extraordinary expenses for repairs and
for maintaining the road in good order, as
well a8 by the numerons extepsions to which
we have reterred. Terrible wear and tear are
inevitably osnsed by the enormous amounnt of
transportation conduoted by the company.
The average life of the iron rails is but a few
years, and in 1507-% more than eleven thon-
sand tons of vew railroad iron was laid down,

costing #871,482:06, while nearly an equal |

quantity of old iron, valned at $516,081-02
was taken up—the net expenditures for
new railroad irom, wnged for
being §324,001-34. The company are endeavor-
ing to rednce these expenditures to the loweat
standard, however, and for this purpose have
erected a large rolling mill. It went into
operation in April, 1508, and at the date of
the Prezsident's report (January U, I1569) it
had manufactured E071 tows of rails, which
are believed to be of superior quality.

The cnrrent business of the railroad is no
only large but profitable, the gross receipts in
1508 being #8,791,937, and the gross expanses
§0,162,511, leaving a net profit of #2629, 424,
As the road is well managed aud constantly en-
largivg the wide sphere of its usefulness, the
period cappot be far distant when it will be
enbled 1o declure regularly large cash divi-
dende.

Tux aunusl report of this company for the
yoar ending November 30, 1865, abounds with

intereating illustrations of the extent of its

businesa and its wonderfnl capaoity.

branch roads owned or leased, more than 509
miles were operated last year. Thisis bu:
little leas than the length of all the railways
in Pennsylvania in 1850, and about one-fifih

the length of all the rallways now in operation |

in this Btate.

The ocapacity of the maln line as & coal car-
rier was mever 20 severely tested as in the
pummer and fall of last year. The strike in
the cosl regions caused a sudden suspension
of mining operations, and the tolls on coal re-
osived by the compauy fell from §537,03447
in Jupe to $105,270'4i in July. When opera-
tions were resumed, after two months of en-
foroed fnactivity, the mo:t extraordinary de-
mands were suddenly made upon the eqnip-
ment, and, in the words of the General Saper-
intendent, ‘for thirteen weeks the coal tom-

of the road aversged 107,350 tons per
week; and In one week of Beplember, 1505,
117,979 tons of coal were sent to market, be-
sides the ordinary freight business, amounting
st that time to over 30,000 tons per week.”

from & body whieh is certainly not noted for
its religion, it does cauge astonishment. Can
it be that a msjority of the Senate think a
public ball on the occssion of so great a
pational event as the insuguration of a Chief
Magistrate absolutely wrong ! We doubt it.
We gee in the action of the Senate a bid for
the support of that intolerant section of pub-
lic opinion which would frown down all
harmless gayety. Inthe general rejoicing over
the aocession of a President, it is only natural
thut the music and dagcing so much eujoyed
